Alfred, Ohorley, embezxlement at Oamaru, 
six mouths. No true bill was found in the 
case ofiCrossan (the celebrated Canterbury 
Cottage affair) at Dunedin, and be w^as dis- 
charged To-day when the case of bigamy 
against Charlotte Schmid came on, prisoner 
pleaded guilty, and was sentenced to’ six 
months’; imprisonment. Henry Williams, 
oonviotel of stealing from the person at Dun- 
edin, w^ sentenced to three years’ penal 
servitude, John Riley, horse-stealing, was 
found giilty, with a recommendation to 
mercy, ard was sentenced to three months’ 
impi'isonnent. -Walter Knight, assault. with 
intent toldo grievous bodily harm at Ote- 
popo, thr^ months ; Massei Antonio, found 
guilty of cjmmon assault, twelvemonths. ■

— This was 
a second information against James Aitehison 
for libelling the character of E. A. Drury by 
writing and publishing a letter concerning the 
said E. A. Drury, wherein accused made use of 
words to the effect that .Drury would find Bell 
Hill a suitable sphere for his operations, and 
that there he would not have to scribble in the 
interests of an illiterate publican for a nobbier 
or a feed. 

Mr Drury conducted his own case ; Mr John- 
aton acted for accused. 

After applying tor and obtaining leave to 
amend tbe infonnalion in some respects, Mr 
Drury opened the c.ass for the prosecution, mak- 
ing an able statement of the case, rendering it 
from first to last in a clear and suooiio. mniiiier. 

B. R. Baird, Clerk to the Court, having pro- 
duced and sworn to the depositions and papers 
handed in during former proceedings, complain- 
ant called and examined 

! S. N. Brown and Geo. Fache, proprietors of 
the , Cromwell .Auaus and Danstan Times re- 
spectively Sint their evidence w.as simply a repe- 
tition of that taken and pnblished at a former 
{le-aring, 

' Simon Aitehison, brother of accused, w-ta sub- 
jected to a severe examinatioo by Mr Drnry as 
to the identity of his brother’s handwriting. 
The witness gave his evidence with great unwil- 
and anything that could be learneil 
from biin had to be dragged out. He wout.i 
Swear to nothing, not even bis own writing ; ac- 
knowledged having delivered a letter at tb* 
Arou.s office and acquaintance with its contents ; 
but decline I to sa'/ who wrote the letters, 
as might commit himself. 

A. Ritchie, storelteopor .at Bauuockbnrn, de- 
posed on oath that ho knew the Aitehisims. 
When they were mining at Adam’s gully, wit- 
ness was in the haliifc of receiving written orders 
from them for goods. Know ihe writing, ami 
to the best of his belief the letters produced 
were signed by J,ames Aitehison. Would swear 
to the signature, but not to tbe body of tbe 
letters. 

Ex.amiaed by Mr Johnston— 'N'ever saw James 
.-Vitchison write his signature, but had received 
many of his orders, the signatures to whieh 
were entirely alike to those now shown him. 
Swore only to tbe best of his Irelief that the 
sigi-a U’.e was that of Janies Aitehison, Tliere 
was no peculiarity .about tbe signature, but he 
(witness) knew it by his famili.arity with it. 

Simon Aitehison, recalled by Mr Drury, sail 
some of the orders to Ritchie were in his 
(witness') bandwriliug, and some in that of 
hiS; brother. Would not know his own hand- 
writing if he saw it. The signature to the 
Good Templars’ petition (proituce.1) written 
“Sira.m .Aitehison” was he believed in hishand- 
writ’ng. Could n.at say whether his brother 
signed that petition ; did not sea him sign it. 
Saw several persona 'sign it, but did not pay 
particular attcution. 

Thomas Fergus, District Engineer, was then 
examined, but his evidence as to signature 
was of no value— witness never having seen 
James Aitchison’s signature nor bis handwrit- 
ing. In answer to .a question by Mr Johnston, 
(objected to by complainant) Mr Fergus said 
the article by the Cromwell coiTespoa Jen t -to 
the Dmstm Times reflecting on road works 
between Cromwell and Clyde was quite un- 
true.

The weather here is keeping excellent for 
the season. Business is rather dull, but from 
the interest taken in now reefs, there is pro- 
mise of more energy next season. The pro- 
prietors of the leases on the Racecourse ter- 
race are forming a company to work what has 
evidently been the ancient course of tho 
Shotover. Another party of miners iq now 
working one end of this old bed, but owing 
to the river having eaten into tho hill and 
caused slides, which of lourse varied its wind- 
ings, they find it difficult to strike the origi- 
nal channel. The idea of opening up the 
whole face by the company from either end 
will in all huinan probability strike some of 
the richest ground in the district. Working 
the ledges is paying the party who are min- 
ing on the teiTaoe. 

Tho approaching municipal elections are 
causing no excitement. It was supposed that 
Mr Warreii woiikl contest the seat this time, 
but he has told those who asked that he did 
not care about it. There is considerable dis- 
satisfaction with our present Mayor and 
Councillors, but it is difficult' to see how they 
could have done mucli better. 

Our .Atlienrenm Ooinuiittoe have accepted 
tenders for their new lull. It will cost .about 
£1000. The now courthouse contract is not 
let yet, but will be in a few days. The nesv 
library hall and courthouse will form one 
block, and will be a great addition to the 
architectural appearance of the town. 

We have had the Arrow Dramatic Club 
acting here. A few of them, Messrs M-'.ckay, 
Healey, Williams, and Mrs Curtis, act very 
well indeed. But the boys, with the excep- 
tion of Cotter, showed more acquaintance 
with cheek than with the drama. The 
Uornsbys especially showed well-devcloned 
assurance. Still, on the whole, the affair 
went off ■well. Something was the matter 
with tho Highlander.

The Arrow Mining Assooiation held its 
annual meeting on Saturday evening last in 
the Library Hail. The business was of an 
interesting nature, and Mf Manders, M.P.C., 
was present. The attendance was small, 
and the piercing wild of the evening caused 
some 'shivering and toeth-chattering among 
the audience. Mr John A. Miller took the 
chair. The yearly ropon showed the affairs 
of the Assooiation to be satisfactory and 
sound, and that its business had been con- 
ducted with care and energy. Mr John A. 
Miller was re-elected President and Mr W. 
M‘Whirter Treasurer. The six new mem- 
bers of Committee in place of those retiring 
are, Messrs Symonds, Watson, Smith, 
Walker, Clarke and Brown. It was resolved 
to ask the Executive to instruct the Warden 
mot to receive applications for agricultural 
areas on mining reserves, as the Committee 
were put to much expense in opposing 'such 
applications, which were constantly repeated. 
It was further decided to make a firm stand 
against the alienation of any portion of the 
Crown Terrace except on terms of free entry 
for mining purposes, without limit of time ; 
and also that the rule prohibiting other than 
bonajide miners from acting on the Commit- 
tee or as office-bearers be strictly adhered to. 
Mr Manders, who was enthusiastically re- 
ceived, spulce several times, and at his sug- 
gestion the following resolution' was -made : 
— That Minors' Associations petition the 
General Assembly to the effect that should 
the Gold Duly Rebate Ordinance be dis- 
allowed, arrangements may be made under 
which a sum equal to the amount .paid as 
duty on gold may be expended on the gold- 
fields for prospecting purposes. A vote of 
thanks to Messrs Manders ■ and Hallenstein 
for their services in the OduDcil was passed ; 
also one of thanks anij. confidence in the 
Central Committee at Naseby. Mr H. J. 
Cope ably filled the chair during the latter 
portion of the meeting. 

The United Go. have been compelled to 
stop pumping owing to the breaking of 
the shaft of the turbine. Some weeks will 
elapse before work will be resumed, as it is 
found necessary to cut off the flood water 
from Bush Creek by a race. It is this sur- 
face-water soaking through the shingly soil 
which gives so much vrork to the punips, and 
if it is cut off it is hoped that the chances of 
boating the water will be materially in- 
creased. 

The Crown Terrace Q.M. Co. have started 
two men at work prospecting, by driving a 
tunnel from a level of the Three-mile creek. 

One of the pioneers of the Arrow, Mr 
Robert Turner, died at Frankton hospital 
after a short illness, aged 64 years. Ho was 
buried at Arrowtown cemetery to-day. The 
service was road by Mr Warden Stratford, 
and numbers of miners and others attended. 

Some much-needed improvements are 
being made on the Miller’s Flat road under 
the District Engineer. Good progress is 
being made with the works. 

The bakers here have raised the price of 
bread to 8d. 

The proposed company for purchasing 
Buti'Ts bush and making a tramway to Ar- 
rowtown from it seems likely to float, as most 
of the business men are likely to take up 
shares. 

The Templars' meetings continue to be 
hold regularly, and their affaira progress 
favorably. A hall on the site purchased 
with money loaned to the Iiodge by membars 
will be proceeded with. During the last 
two or three months many members have 
fallen off or left the Lodges, both at Arrow 
and Miller’s Flat.

CARDRONA.

June 30, 1375. 
Some time back I referred to the Band of 
Hope claiiii having been purchased by Mr 
M'Dimgall, who, during the pait month, has 
sold the upper part of it to fie Enterprise 
party, and the lower part to Hodgson and 
party, hits of the Banner of X^ar. They in- 
tend working it with an incliie, the trucks 
to be drawn up by water power ; and there 
is every reason to believe tlat, under the 
able management of IMr Hodson, the invest- 
ment will prove highly reminerative. Tlie 
claims on the terrace are all doing pretty fair, 
having as yet had no delay trough frost or 
snow. 1 n fact, the winter ho far has been 
uncommonly lino and mild,j-quite an agree- 
able change from the usual (tate of things at 
this time of year, when meh are np half the 
night poiiuding icicles off fhe water-wheels, 
and clearing flumings, | 

A considerable uumberiof Chinese have 
ktely located themselves ^ the vicinity of 



the terrace claims, where they are enabled 
without any expense to work a large extent 
of country hitherto unworkable without 
pumping machinery on account of water j but 
it has now been drained by the operations of 
the European miners working the deep 
claims, and really'^at their expense, and 
“ John" is all there at availing himself of the 
“benefit of the Act,” as well as the chance 
of doing a quiet “gouge" on the ground of 
his more enterprising neighbour. . 

At Branch Creek, the parties are busy at 
work, the water-races being perfectly free 
from ice, and late wasliings-up have been 
quite up to the usual average. 

I am sorry to sayi the Cardrona Library or 
Book Club has ceased to exist, and the books 
have been distributed in dots of equal value 
among the subscribers. The Club was estab- 
lished some years ago through the instru- 
mentality of the Austin Brothers, who are 
well known throughout the district as being 
the foremost in every movement having for 
its object the social progress of the plaoe and 
tendency to elevate their fellow-miners from 
that of mere working machines. A testi- 
monial, consisting of a very handsome gold 
chain and locket, was presented to Mr Chas. 
Austin by a number of his friends, a few 
evenings aince. The presentation was made 
at Bond’s Empire Hotel. Mr Thos. Taylor, 
in a few well-chosen words, complimented 
Mr Austin on his many good qualities, and in 
the name of the subscribers handed him the 
testimonial. Mr Austin responded in “a 
very neat and appropriate.” Toast and song 
followed in rapid succession, and a very con-, 
vivial evening was spent. 

To beguile the weariness of the winter 
evenings, a quadrille assembly has been 
started. Meetings are held once a week in 
the Bchoolhouse. It is well patronised. 

In the Warden’s Court, held on the 22nd 
instant, a considerable amount of business 
was transacted, among which one item is de- 
serving of special mention as showing the 
artful dodges practised by some, in order to 
monopolise auriferoua areas under any pre- 
tence. Mr Johb Kerin appeared as an ap- 
plicant for five or six residence areas of one 
acre each, on behalf of a corresponding num- 
ber of miners, or rather of holders of miner’s 
rights ; and would no doubt have had them 
granted, had not the discriminating Cotter, 
who is generally in Court, objected, and 
pointed oiit to the Warden that these resi- 
dence areas were situated on a mining lease 
of ten acres now held by Mr Kerin. Of 
course the “ little game” became f^parent at 
once, and the applications were refused, the 
Warden remarking tliat Mr Kerin had been 
the dupe, unconsciously of course, of men 
who were endeavoring to trespass on his 
mining lease. (There was no dummyism in 
it, at all ; olv-no !) ■ 

The cemetery has undergone considerable 
improvement, having been laid out with nice 
gravel -walks, newly fenced, etc. But 1 think 
those having the management of it ought to 
prevent the holder of an adjoining paddock 
from plastering his sod fence up against the 
cemeteiy in order to save the expense of a 
few chains of extra fencing. 

Onr publicans seem to take kindly to the 
Good Templar movement, a'nd have accord- 
ingly commenced retailing hop beer and hot 
coffee. 

What is the Ranger doing ? and why does 
he allow our commonage to be overrun with 
thousands of sheep, for which no assessment 
is paid, and contrary to the Ordinance ) The 
sooner he attends to the matter the better, 

A grand ball and supper was given at La- 
franchi’s hotel on the evening of the 2Sth 
inst., in honour of the marriage of an old 
and respected resident, Mr John Walsh. It 
was attended by nearly everybody on the 
Creek, the Cardrona Band officiating ; and 
the affair throughout was a great success.

PIPECLAY SLUDGE CHARNEL. 

A public meeting of claimholders in Pipe- 
clay Gully was held at the Bannockburn 
Schoolhouae on P’riday oveuing, 2nd instant, 
Mr James Cromhie was in the chair. 

After the minutes of last meeting had been 
read and confirmed, the Chairman informed 
the meeting that he had received a note from 
the Warden intimating that a survey of the 
gully had been recommended to the Govern- 
ment ; also a communication from Mr Mar- 
shall, stating that from -enquiries ho had 
made, the first thing to be done was to draw 
up rules nr hye-Iaws for the proper working 
of the channel, and submit them to the 
Warden. 

After a good deal of discussion of a con- 
versational character, which all tended to 
show that to be in a fit position to draw up 
rules or bye-laws, a survey of the gully was 
indispensable, the following resolutions were 
put to the meeting : — 

Proposed by Mr O’Neil, seconded by Mr 
Muir, and carried; “That all business in 
connection with the construction of the Pipe- 
clay sludge channel be adjourned until the 
Government surveyor’s report be received.” 
Proposed by Mr D. U. M'Gregor, seconded 
by Mr William Jones, and carried : “ That 
the Secretary be instructed to forward the 
preceding resolution to the Warden, and also 
to respectfully request that an engineer be 
sent at the earliest opportunity.”

WARDEN’S REPORT. 

The following is Mr Warden Stratford's 
report on the Arrow district for the quarter 
ended June 30, 1875 ; — 

I have the honor to report upon the district 
under ray charge for the quarter ending the 30th 
of June iustant; 

Tile winter weather up to the present time 
has not been very unfavorable for mining qiera- 
tions, and as the system of tunnelling is becom- 
ing more general, the drawbacks owing to frost 
and snow are less felt than in previous years. 
This mode of gold mining proves the grosnd in 
this district to be very rich, for none but highly 
auriferous will compensate for the heavy expen- 
diture in timber and the arduous labor ;n driv- 
ing. Up to the present time, the Cbiiuse have 
coufmcrl their operations entirely to oU work- 
ings abandoned by the Europeans. Sana few 
of the batter have within the present month anc- 
ceeded in finding a rich load of gold several feet 
below the river, and under landslips wlich they 
have been searching for by sinking shafts and i 
driving for some years past. Their suicess will 
give a new impetus to this induatrr up the 
Arrow Valley, which, once a scene of nundreds; 
of claimholders, has been almost abandoned dur- ; 
ing five years past, owing to continied floods 
and depth of ground. The enterpriaiig few who j 
have remained to prove that mining is only in i 
its infancy in the Arrow are likely to be well I 
rewarded for their patience and coirage, onej 
party of four having, since they strudr gold last I 
week, obtained as much as one orrncs of gold a 
day to each man. The Sons of Poriune (regis- 
tered company; and other parties are on the - 
same course. i 

Quartz mining will be renewed with vigor in ' 
the spring. The Maeetown reef is believed by I 
old reefers who have visited it to te a genuine I 
lode. The old Criterion and Cornih reefs near I 
Arrowtown have been pegged off. The latter is 
being worked by a company tlat has been 
formed quite recently. 

AfCardmna the population isoi the increase. 
Th^c are about 100 Europeans anl 250 Chinese. 
Mming operations of the former are almost ex- 
clusively confined to deep sinkingin the terraces 
near the township. The claims ih the deep lead 
are nearly all paying fair returns the great bar- 
rier to progress having been uo to the pre- 
sent time the quantity of water n contend with. 
In one claim alone (the Empire)thcre have been 
expended over £2000 in the enction of machi- 
nery and plant to work the clam to advantage. 
This claim has been opened for about seven 
years, and bas .at times yieldei as much as £30 
a week to each shareholder. The company has 
lately extended its operations oy purchasing the 
Band of Hope claim, acljoinhg its own. The 
success of the deep lead pauies has induced a 
number of Chinese to t.ake m some of the more 
shallow inferior ground in tie neighborhood of 
these claims, which tlieywillbe enabled to -work 
without much e.xpense, as the deep lead com- 
pany have drained the griund for them with 
their machinery. 

At llranch Creek, fonrniles from the Gar- 
drnna township, the operafcjns arc confined to 
sluicing. The same iiumhr of poiple ami the 
same returns of g-dd are.fouud in each report 
concerning this locality. The miners, about 20 
in number, having a suffiient quamity of Water 
from the only source of supply to work their 
claims, may be considerd permanent settlers. 

The scarcity of liguiB and the high price of 
firewood, which is bron,ht in bullock drays from 
Lake Wanaka, has beei much felt by the resi- 
dents at Cardrona, bii the fact of the Govern- 
ment beirg about to e:t a dray road to a coal-pit 
at the head of the Crdrona Creek will obviate 
this evil before anoher winter sets in. The 
price of timber for dives also, which has been a 
groat drawback to tb proper development of the 
deep lead, would bojonsiderably reduced if the 
dray road from Pmbroke to Cardrona were 
formed along the teraoes instead of up the bed 
of the creek. It isistimated that the formation 
of the proposed Irak would cost about ,£.300, and 
I observe that £20 have been voted for the old 
road repairs. 

I believe in myreport of the 1st of April, the 
annual report of be gold escorts from the C.ar- 
drona were estiiUted at about 3000 ozs, which 
did not inoliidc old purchased by storekeepers. 

I believe I shoed have estimated in the aggre- 
gate of the estiiates for the year 5000 ozs. 

There are st'l oomplaiuts that sheep are al- 
lowed to depature on the commonage on the 
Cardrona range, to the detriiueut of the cattle- 
owners, who, nly, pay asiossmeiit. 

Since my 1st report, gr.aiu has advanced in 
price, — whe.afrom 3s to 4s per bushel, and oats 
from 2i Gd t<-3e Gd per bushel. Potatoes, .£7 to 
£8 per ton ; flour, £11 per ton ; Bre.ad, 7d per 
41b-loaf ; mtton, 4d to Gd per lb ; beef, 4d to 
Sd per 11), Joal, of good quality, £2 lOi per ton 
delivered a'An-owtown ; firewood, £2 ISs, con- 
veyed froirQneenstown. The genor.al revenue 
bears a favrable comparison with former years. 
Town auf suburban allotments have been in 
greater dmand at considerably incre.ased prices. 
Two or tlee large farms h.ave recently been sold 
.at £4 Iff an acre, agricultural land gcnew-illy 
maintaiiug high prices j and the Croivn Ter- 
race, if Ipane 1 under the special lc,ase system, 
will beaken up as soon as the proclamation is 
g.izette. There are about 5000 acres of arable 
land irtbat loc.ality, made still more valuable 
by tlipiew dray road from Arrowtown. 

I oanot close ray report without mentioning 
the amirable manner in which a Leffel’s double- 
aotioiturbiiie-whcs! (recently erected) is work- 
ing te pumping machine of the Arrow United 
Comany’s works. It has been fixed by Messrs 
Spamw and Co., Dunedin, and is a great im- 
proiraent upon the Whitelaw turbine formerly 
in *e, which could only be made to drive the 
puips at eleven strokes to tho minute, the pre- 
set one lifting at twenty-two, and can be 
wrked up to thirty strokes- 1 have now great 
bfies that the two registered companies, the 
Tailed and Universal, will be able to thoroughly 
ffain their large claims, known to he higlily 
ariferous.

, THB PROVINCIAL SYSTEM. 

(New Zerdand Times, June 24.) 

The effurt that is being made by jrfurnal- 
iats and politioiane, to rouse the New Zealand 
public on behalf ot ProTlilolal Government, 
comes rather late in the day. ' It is an effete 
syfitern, The people are tired of it, For 
more than twenty years It bae mismanaged 
public .afiaira, squandering the colonial es- 
tate, encouraging offleialiam, adding to the 
permanent debt of the colony, and moat 
■effectually checking the growth of a healthy 
publio opinion. The men who administered 
provincial affairs were not corrupt. They 
were, as a rule, the best men' the provinces 
could produce ; but the system was alto- 
gether such as to warp men’s judgments, to 
narrow their views by purely local and selfish 
considerations, and to create a reckless disre- 
gard of interests other than those lying di- 
rectly around, Thus, each province became 
wrapped up in Its own mantle of self-suffi- 
ciency, The provinces were distinct commu- 
■nltiee, not having common'’ Interests, or 
common objects In' view. They were not 
parts of a united Country, animated by a 
spirltof generous rivalry, but hostile cantons, 
bent on thwarting and humiliating each 
other, ' 

Meanwhile, another power was growing up 
idowly but surely, which was to smite them 
■down, The General Government and the 
Colonial Legislature, which had been Used as 
mediums for registering provincial decrees, 
gradually assumed a controlling position. 
Bit by bit the Assembly encroached upon the 
provinces,— first in one direction, then, in an- 
other. At lost, it decreed that the provinces 
•should borrow no more, and frantic was the 
rage of provincial magnates at this decision ; 
Tout their ire soon cooled when they found 
themselves still at liberty to play with' the 
colonial security, namely, with its Crown 
lands. If they could not borrow, they might 
Bell arid hypothecate what remained, of the 
publio estate ; and accordingly they set them- 
selves’ zealously to work to realise and spend. 

But again the General Assembly'' inter- 
posed : not effectually this time, as in the 
matter of borrowing. Cautiously feeling its 
way, it .told the South It might retain its 
land furid and Provincial Government,; but 
as for the North, it must part with these 
altogether. It was only a warning, however, 
but the scare has been overwhelming. Reso^ 
lutirms are not laws, although, as in the case 
<lf the famous finaricied resolutions of 185(1, 
they may be made to'hava the effect of law 
without being embodied in any statute ; and 
with this example of their own dexterity 
before them, .the provincialists anticipate the 
worst. They are niiw making frantic appeals 
in the North to tlie passions and prejudices, 
■of the people ; and in the South, appeals are 
being made to the cupidity of the settlers by 
projecting railways,' as Mr Driver .pithily. 
Bald, to' every man’s door, at the sarhe time 
■authorising the .Provincial Government to 
make contracts, to bo paid for out of loan,— 
■or somehow. Too late, however. These 
appeals, differing In kind, but having* the 
same object In view, come too late. Tho 
colony Inis to contemplate future possibilities. 
It miist.revlew the situation as a whole ; and 
provincial interests will not be allowed to 
stand in the way for an instant. 

'WImt are these possibilities 1 V?hat is this 
situation'? We have only to point to the 
publio debt, to the gaps in the trunk rail- 
ways, to the unfinished works to which the 
country is pledged, to the stoppage of free 
immigration and the consequent consolida- 
tion of our population to meet public engage- 
ments, to convince every sane man that tlie 
provincial question is settled. It will soon 
be one of the solved problems in colonial 
politics. Buperlntendentallsm will be among 
the lost arts of government. The system 
will disappear as an active force In New Zea- 
land polities, and the Colonial Parliament 
may then set about the task of reform in 
earnest. ■ - ■ 



(Canterbury frees, June 24 ) 

V . Canterbury and Otago are tho only pro- 
vinces that can claim to be financially inde- 
pendent, and their eltiiatlon is jnecarious. 
They have both committed themselves to lia- 
bilities largely in excess of their present 
means in a reliance on future land sales ; 
and should their expectations not be realised, 
they will be plunged into serious embarrass- 
ment. Thus, of nine provinces, two are total 
and irreparable failures by their own confes- 
sion : they are completely broken down — are 
incapable of being made self-supporting. 
The third has been rescued from tho sanio 
fate only by a long course of outside assist- 
ance, and of the rest, all but two need to be 
helped along from year to year by donations 
from tho General Government. Tho sums 
distributed among the provinces during the 
current year In the shape of subsidies, ad- 
vances, and grants-in-aid amount to no less 
than £194,000. It Is scarcely a question, 
then, whether the Provinces siiould be abo- 
lished. Facts have already decided, to all 
intents and purposes, that tho business Is 
done. When we compare the Provinces as 
they were and were meant to be, and as they 
are, it Is evident that Ihough a formal sen- 
tence of abolition has yet to be pronounced, 
tho syatera is at an end. As a system of 
Government, Provincialism is extinct. It 
has worked out Its own destruction. It has 
abolislied itself.

A child eight .years of age was sontencod 
by two J. P.’s the other day at Auckland to 
be whipped for being absent from the Indus- 
trial flume without leave, the child having 
gone to see his father, who is dying in the 
hospital, 

An Australian writer says : — '• The ruling 
passion was recently strong at a certain min- 
ing township, if not in death, at le.ast in 
burial. A bereaved husband followed to tlie 
cemetery the rem-iins of his late wife. After 
the other mourners had retired, tho unfortu- 
nate fellow was left alone at the grave with 
bis loneliness and his sorrow. When tho 
last man had left, he aroused himself from 
his lethargy, borrowed some tools from one 
of the attendants, and marked out a claim 
just outsiie the cemetery fence. The opera- 
tions of tie sexton had revealed a likely-look- 
ing spur, md the diteonsolate widower ima- 
gines that he is in a fair way of making a for- 
tune throqgh the discovery of a new reef.”

in number willexeeed tlie population of many 
iip-country tniviis. ’Without leaving his 
table a man wil be able to despatch or re- 
ceive his letterij oommunicato telegraphically 
with Europe or Asia, consult his lawyer, doc- 
tor, or stookbbker, procure a passport to 
;foreign eountria, provide himself with a suit 
of clothes, or thj latest three-volume novel. 

Persons who feel an inclination to take 
part in the pastine of “ tin-kettling" a newly 
married couple-a practice that is clearly a 
survival from tie musical performances of 
savage life— -mayreflect -with profit on a case 
that was tried before the Supreme Court, 
Melbourne, and oi the verdict that was given 
by tlio jury; Th« case was one in whicli a 
young man namedRenfree, sued for damages 
for an assault. lenfrce had assisted at a 
kerosone-tin serenffie given in honor ot the 
defendant on his elteriiig the holy state of' 
matrimony. The cefendaat, Espie, endea- 
vored as well as he could to enter into Ui« 
fun of the thing, bit after listening to the 
music tor some twiity minutes it began to 
grow monotonous, \ith a view of dispelling 
his sense of wearinas and the crowd, he 
loaded and disohargd a gun, which was 
charged only with pewder, although more 
substantial charges ha% sometimes been fired 
on such occasions, Hnvover, tho discharge 
of the gun was attembd witli inconvenient 
consequences to Renfne, who had his face 
scorched witli tlie powihr, and is disfigured 
for life. Re accord inglr brought an action 
against Espie. In defene it was urged thai 
tho injury caused was mt intentional, and 
that in any caso it servet Renfree right, aa 
he had no business to anioy the defendant. 
The jury, who were proRbly iparried men 
and who may have experioioed similar inflic- 
tions at a critical moment oftheir livs, wished 
to find a verdict for tho ddendant, but the 
judge telling them that thiy must on the 
facts ot tlie case find one 'or the plaintiff, 
they brought in one for Is dtaages. 

One ot tliesa fearful instaices of what a 
human being can be brouglt to by drink 
(says the Nciu Zealand Herald occurred last 
night. Charles Padun was poked up at 7 
o'clock yesterday evening in Aiotoria-street, 
drunk and incapable, by Cnnshble O'Reilly, 
and conveyed to the lock-np in avheelbarrow. 
He was placed in a coll, In wHch ho died 
within the space of two hours afer his incar- 
ceration. Tho gaoler on duty lad noticed 
his helpless condition, and provid'd him with 
a pillow, and placed him on Ida side. He 
was then bre.atliing heavily. On (laking the 
usual inspection at 9 o’clock, upoi relief of 
officers, the prisoner was found t be dead, 
Dr Hooper was at once sent for by he police, 
but beyond making an eiaminatioq could do 
notldng. Life was extinct. The deceased 
was about 44 years ot age, and hadformerly 
occupied a resiieotablo position in society, 
being by profession a barrister, l>ink had 
been his ruin. Ho came to Aucklaid, from 
Nelson, about two months ago, and inca his 
arrival has given considerable trouble to the 
polico through his behaviour. A fay days 
ago ho was charged at tho Police Court, 
under tho Vagrancy Act, with being ai habi- 
tual drunlcard. Upon his earnest pntesta- 
tions^ of reform, and promise to lean the 
Province, the charge was witlidrawn.' The 
sequel is to be found in tho above. licked 
up last evening in the gutter, and con'eyed 
to the only asylum open to him in the ondi- 
tion in which he was found, he died the 
death of a dog, in a police-cell.

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A Doctor’s Degradation; 

Tho following peculiar letter, over the sig- 
nature, Geo. 'Wilkins, appears in the oolmniis 
of the Wawjanui Herald of a late issue. The 
upistio Conveys its own talo, wliicli is calcu- 
lated to oxcite pity ratlier than approbrium. 
The wonder is that ono of the medical pro- 
fession siiould bo driven to such dire ex- 
tremity in New Zealaud, whore in many 
places their location is eagerly sought— and 
tliat in districts whore an ample cpmpetonce 
would be assured 

' Sir,— .As it is still my intention to establisli 
myself as a medical practitioner in Wanganui, 

I feel it my bounden duty to lay before tho 
inhabitants of the town and district a plain 
statement of the cause that brought mo into 
the hands of the polico, subjected mo to a re- 
mand of a few days, and gave mo over, for 
the time being, to tliat most friglitful and 
pitiable disease- “ tho horrors” or “ delirium 
tremens.’; 

■ Ever since I arrived in tho Colony, I have 
b'een drifted hither and thither, by the ad- 
vice of others, in search of a suitablo locality 
wherein to iiractice, walking' daily long dis- 
tances, living most irregularly, sleeping 
nightly in strange beds, and resting wore rest 
and refreshment only could be had, in, oft- 
times, badly conducted inns and indifl'arent 
hotels. 

All, orsny, who have passed through the 
like ordeal, will have experieiicud much of 
what I have undergone, though their an- 
xieties and surroundings may have been 
widely different ; for these too enter largely 
into the cup tliat overflows at last, and re- 
duces you to a state of bodily weakness and 
mental exhaustion, accompanied with licart- 
f ailing and spirit-drooping. No wonder the 
appetite, in some cases at lo;iat, for wliole- 
some and nutritious diet, by slow and sure 
degrees gives place to something like a Crav- 
ing for soul-arousing or spirit-stirring stiniu- 
lan'ts, ho it wine, beer, or spirits, and whicli, 
when . once indulged in, and the cause still 
operative, cannot easily bo laid aside, re- 
sisted or overcome. ’Tia well, and as a mat- 
ter of self-gratulation for those who have a 
quiet and comfortable home to go to, to cast 
blame upon an erring brotlier in siioh a case, 
but is it cither merciful or just 1 As, how- 
ever, it is far from my intention to justify 
myself altogether in this matter, I need not 
say it has been tho cause of raucli self-sorrow 
and deep self-regret, and howsoever tho 
weight of remorse, it must now of necessity 
ba patiently borne, at least for a time, or 
until my after life and conduct liglitcn iny 
burden and all but blot out itaremombrance. 
Of this 1 can give utterance— how long so 
ever my term of residence in Wanganui — the 
like ocourrenco will, under God’s grace and 
blessing, ' never again happen ; and that 1 
shall hopefully always ba found, whetlier by 
day or niglit, re.-uly at call, and fit for duty — 
knowing well as I do the deep and solemn re- 
sponsibility that ever attaches itself to ono, 
who like myself, claims the title of physi- 
cian and surgeon.

AmBrican Journalisia. 

'Eia arrival of the San Francisco mall places 
us in possession of our usual American ex- 
changes. Even to a thoroughly practised 
newspaper hand accustomed to sift tho wheat 
from tlie chaff, • a file of American papers 
never fails to perplex and bewilder liim. He 
knows not where to look for tho kind ot intor- 
niation ho desires to place before his readers. 
Religious reports are mixed up with com- 
mercial intelligenco, and a “ Terrible Murder 
and Mutilation of tho Body, ’’follows on a 
“ Touching Incident of a Missing Child.” 
The discoYory ot a rock only two foot under 
water in tho Atlantic is preceded by an ac- 
count of tho early lifo of I'ilton. .Wo got tho 
cream of a very oloquent sermon upon tho 
“ AVorldlinoss of Americans,” followed by 
“ Brevities,” whicli are short ]>ara;,maphs 
containing indecent suggestions ; the produce 
ota cornfield, and how Scott “rovnlvored” 
Davis and wounded liim in tho femoral artery, 
by which ho bled to death. We liavo at tliis 
instant lying before us tlie Chicwjo Tri-, 
hnne. What aro its politics ? what is its 
religion? for what special object is it pub- 
lished ? Wo aro quite iiuable to pronounce. 
In ono pl.aco we are told tliat there are 400 
religious journals in the United States ; tliat 
there is a great “awakening,” that those 
attending tlie revival mootings who “ went 
to scoff, remained to pray.” Tliat thousands 
who have erred have repented themselves 
and have turned from the errors ot their 
ways. Thai evil-doei-s aro besought to seek 
that cousolatieii from a Higiicr Power wliicli 
no other can give them. Tlien follows what 
is headed, “Religious Intelligence”; — The 
contributions of Lafayette Avenue Cliurch, 
Brooklyn, for religious and benevolent ob- 
jects during the last fifteen years have 
amounted to 23?, 900 dollars. For sustaining 
their own church they have r.aised 2C4,50i) 
dollars. Two otlierchiirch organisations have 
gone out from them witliiii the same period, 
j It epeaks of the “ awful warnings" which an 
! Episcopalian clergyman has given to those 
I wlio persistently refuse to join in prayer f;>r 
the unconverted. But tlibn follows in tho 
next column such printed matter as this: — “A 
pious man who can drive a balky horse ton 
miles without being set back ten years in his 
religion is ripe enough for a better world.” 
“ When a clergyman applies at tlie depot for 
a minister’s ticket, and tho eOioiai ventures to 
express a doubt as to his clerical character, 
he says, ‘ I’ll road one of my sermons.' The 
ticket is passed over instantly without any 
proof.” There is a lawyer in.iAkron, 0., who, 
when he wishes te quote from the Mosaic ^ 
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Law, says, “ Now, your Honor I will road 
from the Egyptian !U|irirts,” “ little foiir- 
yeav-edd woke, up very cariy one inornin'*, 
and, seeing tho full moon from t’le window, 
innaceiitly reiiuvked; ‘I aliquld think it 
was about time for Dod to hake that moon 
in.”' “The Baptists of C!|itsl:ili at com- 
munion recently found themselves without 
wine. A tliiof had, somehow, stolen it, and 
the Recorder adds, [ Any man wlio would 
rob a chiircli will slide clown hill in hisgraiid- 
mother’s ooifin,”’ We cannot bring oiir- 
solvos to umlerstiind tho character of people 
who can tnicrato a class of journals which 
place religious exhortations cheek by jo«d 
with so nmoli tliat it calculated to liriiig it 
into derision. A carli-sliarpiug trick in a rail- 
way train by which two unsuspecting men aro 
fleeced of every dollar tliey possess is spoken 
ot as “ smart wliiie a woman wiio murders 
her child by siiffooiiting it with a pillow be- 
cause she has been dosortod by her husband 
is described as liaving been actuated by feel- 
ings of humanity in, saving a child from a lifo 
of misery liad.it been imnuitted to live. 
Tliore are greater anainolics than those we 
have mentioned, did wo chooso to find apace 
for them. Witli only a tew exceptions, tlic 
stylo of the American newspaper Press, ' in- 
trodiiaed into English comiiiunitiDS other tlian 
the moat illiterate or abandoned, -would not 
ba tolerated for a month. The advertise- 
ments which aro inserted in some or the news- 
papers do not make the slightest show of con- 
cealing their mo.-ming. Tliese consist of in- 
vitations by Olio sex to tlie opposite for tlia 
moat immoral purposes ; hints to iiiiiuarriod' 
women where they can be received when 
“ ill difficulty places of assignation where 
tho strictest aecresy may be relied on, and 
others of a like kind. Men shoot each other 
down in tlie street, which is described as 
a fracas. Description is given of a New York 
saloon, whore men arc waited on by females 
in the last new style of costume, which means 
neither more nor leas tlian tliat those unfor- 
tunate women carry drinks with drapery 
which none but tlie most iniiiiodest would 
permit themselves to appear in. Such aro 
tho charaoteriatioa whicli pertain to a large 
class ot now-spapbrs wjiicii are printed in “ the 
greatest country in the world, sir."— N. Z 
Herald.
